Amend the Law relating to Public Health in Ireland. 

E E it enacted by the Queen’s inost Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice ' and consent of the Lords Sph'itual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 Hrelimi/nary. 

1. This Act m.ay be cited for all purposes as the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1874. 

Sanitary Authorities. 

2. From and after the passing of this Act Ireland shall be divided 
10 into sanitary districts to be called respectively- 
(1.) Urban sanitary districts ; and 
(2.) Hural sanitary districts ; 

and such urban and rural sanitary districts shall respectively be 
subject to the jurisdiction of local authorities, in this Act called 
15 urban sanitary authorities and rural sanitary authorities, invested 
with the powers in this Act mentioned. 

3. Urban sanitary districts shall consist of the places in that 
behalf mentioned in the fii'st column of the table in this section 
contained, and urban sanitary authorities shall be the several bodies 
20 of persons specified in the second column of the said table in 
relation to the said places respectively.

4 . The area of every poor law union, with the exception of those 
portions (if any) of the area which are included in urban sanitary 
districts, shall form a rural sanitary district, and the guardians of 25 
the union shall be the rural sanitary authority of such district, 
subject to the following conditions ; that is to say, 

(1.) No elective guardian of any electoral division belonging to 
such union and forming or being wholly included within 
an urban sanitary district shall act or vote in any ease in 30 
which guardians of such union act or vote in their capacity 
of members of the rural sanitary authority : 

(2.) Where pari of -an electoral division belonging to a union 
forms or is situated in an urban sanitary district, the Local 
Government Board maj, by order, divide such electoral 35 
division into separate wards and determine the number of 
guardians to he elected by such wards respectively, in such 
majiner as to provide for the due representation of the 
pari of the electoral division lying within the rural sanitary 
district; but until such order has been made the guardian 40 
or guardians of such electoral division may act and vote as 
members of the rural sanitary authority in the same 
manner as if no part of such electoral division formed 
part of or was situated in an urban sanitaiy district : 
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(3.) An ox-officio guardian resident in any electoral division, or A.D. 1874 . 

part tlicrcof, belonging to sucb union uliich forms or is 

situated in an urban, sanitary district, shall not act or vote 
in any case in wliicli guardians of such, union act or vote 
5 in their capacity of members of the rural sanitary autho- 

rity irnless he is the owner or occupier of property situated 
in the rural sanitary district of a value sufficient to qualify 
him as an elective guardian for the union. 

5. The Local Government Board shall have power, by provisional Po;ver to 
10 order, to separate from a riu’al sanitary district any town or district 

wholly situate therein and to constitute it an ru’ban sanitary trims'. 
district subject as such to all the provisions of this Act affecting 
m-ban sanitary districts ; and the said Board shall likewise have 
power, by provisional order, to add any town or township hereby 
15 constituted an urban sanitary authority to the rural sanitary district 
in which it is situate, to be subject thereafter to all provisions 
of this Act affecting rural sanitary districts ; all such provisional 
orders to be framed, after petition from the . inhabitants, in ac- 
cordance with the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871, and to 
20 take effect when confirmed by Parliament. 

6. The first meeting of a sanitary authority under this Act shall First meet- 
be held witlun twenty-eight days after tbe passing of this Act, on 

such day as may be directed by order of the Local GoTernment S?. 

Board in each case. 

25 7. Subject to the provisions of this Act, except as herein-after is Powers and 

excepted, and from and after the first meeting of a sanitary autho- 
rity in pinsuanoe of this Act, there shaU be transferred and attach Zhoi'ky. 
to such sanitary authority, to the exclusion of any other authority 
which may have previously exercised or been subject to the same, 
so all powers, right, duties, capacities, liahilities, and ohiigations 
ivithm such district exerciseahle or attaching by and to the sewer 
authority under the Sewage Utilization Acts, and by and to the 
nuisance authority rmder the Nuisances Eemoval Acts, and by and 
to the local authority under the Common Lodging Houses Acts, the 
35 .fatisans and Labourers Dwellings Act, and the Baltehouse Eegula- 
tion Act, or by and to any of the said authorities under any of such 
Acts or any Acts amending such Acts. 

Where the Baths and Washhouses Acts and the Labouring Classes 
Lodging Houses Acts, or any of them, are in foroe within the district 
40 of any samtary authority, such authority shall have aU powers, 
lights, duties, capacities, liabilities, and obligations in relation to 
such Acts exerciseahle by or attached to the council, town com- 
[53.] A 2 
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missioners, and otlier commissioners or persons acting in the execu- 
tion of tlic said Acts, or any of them. 

Wliere the Baths and Washhouses Acts are not in force ■within 
the district of any sanitary authority, such sanitary authority may 
adopt such Acts, and where the Labouring Classes Lodging Houses 5 
Acts arc not in force within the district of any sanitary authority, 
such sanitary authority may adopt such Acts. 

8. Under the provisions of the Diseases Prevention Act the 
execution of all powers relating to the ti’eatment of disease, and the 
establishment and maintenance of hospitals, the conveyance of the 
sieh, the disinfection of clothes or dwellings, and the iuterment 
of the dead, created by the said Act or any other Act, or arising out 
of any order of the Local Government Board, shall vest in the board 
of guardians of the union in which the district of the sanitary autho- 
rity is situate, and the expenses so incurred shall be charged on the 15 
poor rates as expenses arising under the Poor Law Acts or the 
Medical Chai'ities Act, as the case may be. 



Transfer of 9. Prom and after the first meeting of the sanitary authority of 
SnUa?'ui sanitary district, all such property, real and personal, including 
thoi'U.Vj^aiid all interest, easements, and rights in, to, and out of property, real 20 
effeefc^ot personal (including things in action), as belongs to or is vested 

prc>pcri.y and ill, 01* would but for this Act have belonged to or been vested in, 
lujwors. authority whose powers, rights, duties, capacities, liabilities, and 

obligations are transferred to the sanitai'y authority shall, so far as 
such property is applicable ' to and for the purposes of any such 25 
powers, rights, duties, liabilities, capacities, or obligations, pass to 
and vest in the sanitary authority, subject to all debts, liabilities, 
and obligations affecting the property so transferred. 

All debts, liabilities, and obligations inemred by the authority 
whose powers, rights, duties, liabilities, capacities, and obligations 30 
arc so transferred may be enforced against the sanitary authority to 
the same extent and in the same manner as they might liave been 
enforced against the authority from which such transfer has taken 
jilacc ; and such last-mentioned authority shall be deemed to be 
discharged from such debts, liabilities, and obligations. 36 

All property by this section transferred to a sanitary authority 
shall be held by it upon trust for the district or several places 
respectively within its jurisdiction to which such property belonged, 
or for the benefit of •\vhich such property was held previously to its 
transfer. 40 



Sanitary 10 . Every medical officer of a dispcnsaiy district shall be a 
Buperinten- sanitary officer for such district, or for such part thereof as he shall 
(lent officers loersonally bo in charge of, with such additional salai*y as the Local 
of health. 
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Government Board, witli tlie ooi^ent of the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury shall determine or approve ; and every sanitary 
authority, whether urban or rural, shall appoint in addition an 
inspector of nuisances and such other sanitary officers, including 
5 a superintendent officer of health when deemed necessary, as the 
Local Government Board shall in each case direct, with such salaries 
or additional salaries as the said Board, with such consent as afore- 
said, shall determine or approve ; and the said Board shall assign to 
the dispensary medical officers, to the inspectors of nuisances, and 
10 to the other sanitary officers, if any, and to the superintendent officer 
of health, if such an officer be appointed for the sanitary district, 
their respective duties and functions in the discovery or inspection 
or removal of nuisances, in the supply of pure water, in the making 
or repairing of sewers and di’ains, or in generally superintending the 
15 execution of the sanitary laws within the district. 

Every such salary or additional salary so determined or approved 
shall be payable from such local fund as the Local Government 
Board shall indicate as properly chargeable therewith, and such 
part thereof as Parliament shall from time to time determine shall 
20 be recou.ped to such local fund out of moneys to be voted by Parlia- 
ment; and the Local Government Board shall have the same 
powers with regard to the quaMcation, appointment, duties, salary, 
and tenme of office of every sanitary officer as they have in the 
case of the medical officer of a dispensary district. 

25 11 . Inspectors of the Local Government Board may attend any 

meetings of sairitary authorities ; and such inspectors shall, for the 
purposes of any inquiry directed by the said Local Government 
Board, in relation to witnesses and their examination, the produc- 
tion of papers and accounts, the inspection of places and matters 
30 required to be inspected, have for the piuposes of the Sanitary Acts 
or Burial Grounds Acts similar pow^ers to those which inspectors 
have under the Acts relating to the poor law and under the Medical 
Chai'ities Act for the purposes of those Acts. 

12. All expenses incm-red or payable by an luban sanitary 
3;3 authority under the Sanitary Acts shall be defrayed as follows ; 
that is to say, 

(1.) In the case of the council of a borough, out of the borough 
fund or borough rate ; 

(2.) In the case of commissioners under any of the Acts specified 
qQ in the second column of the table contained in section 

three or of any Local Act, out of any rate leviable by 
them as such commissioners throughout the wliolc of thch 
district ; 
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ProTided. that where an urhau sanitary authority had before the 
passing of this Act power to levy within its district a rate or rates 
for paving, sewering, or other sanitary purposes, all expenses 
incniTed by snch authority in the performance of its duties under 
the Sanitary Acts shall be defrayed out of such rate or rates, except 5 
where at the time of the passing of this Act any such expenses 
were chargeable upon the borough fund or borough rate, in which 
case such expenses shall continue so chargeable. 

13 . The expenses incurred by a rural sanitary authority under 
the Sanitary Acts shall be divided into general expenses and special 10 
expenses. 

General expenses, other than those chargeable upon owners and 
occupiers under the Sanitary Acts, shall be the expenses of the 
establishment and officers of the sanitary authority, and all other 
expenses not determined by this Act or the order of the Local 15 
Government Board to be special expenses. 

Special expenses shall be the expenses of the construction of 
sewers in any contributory place within the district, the providino* 
a supply of water to any such place, and all other expenses incurred 
or payable by the sanitary authority in or in respect of any con- 20 
tributory place within the district, and determined by the order of 
the Local Government Board to be special expenses. 

When the rural sanitary authority makes any sewers or provides 
any water supply or executes any other work under the Sanitary 
Acts for the common benefit of any two or more contributory places 25 
within its district, it may apportion the expense of constructing 
any such work and of maintaining the same, in such proportions as 
it tliinks just, between such contributory places ; and any expense 
so appoi-tioned to any such contributory place shall be deemed to 
be special expenses legally incurred in respect of such contributory 30 
place. 

Ten or more ratepayers of any contributory place, if aggrieved by 
any such apportionment, may send or deliver a memorial to the 
Local Government Board stating tlieir grounds of complaint, and 
the said Board may make snch order in the matter as to it’may 36 
seem equitable, and the order so made shall be binding and conclu- 
sive upon all parties concerned. 

General expenses shaU be payable out of a common fund to be 
raised out of the poor rate of the electoral divisions or parts thereof 
in the district according to the rateable value of each electoral 4.0 
division or part thereof in manner herein-aftcr mentioned. 

Special expenses shall be a separate chai-ge on each contributory 
place. ^ 
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The following areas situated in a rural sanitary district shp.n be -A-D. 1 874. 
contributory places for the purposes of this Act; that is to say, — 

(1.) The dispensary district : 

(2.) The electoral division : 

6 (3.) The townland : 

Provided that the Local Government Board shall have power to 
determine on what area of charge being a contributory place any 
special expenses shall be chargeable. 

14. For the purpose of obtaining payment for special e^enses Mode of 
10 from the several contributory places within its district the board of 

guardians, being the rural sanitary authority, shall levy the same ” 

by a special poundage rate, to be added to the poor rate on such disivict. 
contributory places and to be collected therewith by the collectors 
of the poor rate and lodged to the credit of the guardians with the 
15 treasui’cr of the union ; and the expenditure thereof shall be brought 
to account in such form and manner as the Local Government 
Board shall from time to time by any general order direct ; 
and if not otherwise directed by such general order, the sums 
levied by such special poundage and placed to the credit of the 
20 board of guardians shall be applied by them in discharge of the 
special expenses incurred as aforesaid on account of such contri- 
butory places respectively. 

15. Every sanitary authority being a port nuisance authority Compulsory 
under the provisions of an Act passed in the thirty-seventh year of to 

26 Her Majesty, entitled “An Act to amend the Sanitary Act, 1866, Cff™ 

“ so far as the same relates to the nuisance authorities of ports in 

Ireland,” shall, with the consent in writing of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, be empowered to purchase or hire any building 
for the pm-pose of an hospital for the reception and treatment of 
30 persons affected by dangerous contagious disease, or to purchase 
land for the purpose of erecting the same, and for these purposes 
the Lauds Clauses Acts are incorporated herewith : Provided always, 
that for the purposes of such incorporation the teims "special 
Act” and "promoters of the undertaking” in the Lands Clauses 
35 Acts shall be construed to mean respectively the consent in writing 
of the Local Government Board, and any sanitary authority being 
such a nuisance authority as aforesaid. 

16. Whereas by the Burial Grounds (Ireland) Act, 1856, laeorpora- 
seetion 18, it is provided that the Lands Clauses Consolidation ^ionofeer- 

40 Act, 1845, excepting, among other provisions, the provisions of 
that Act " with respect to the purchase and taking of lands other- 
" wise than by agreement,” shall be incorporated with the said Act, Sation°"' 
[63.] . , A 4 
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and it is expedient that those provisions of the Lands Clauses Acts 
should he incorporated with the said Burial Grounds Act : Be it 
enacted, that from and after the passing of this Act the provi- 
sions of the Lands Clauses Acts “ with respect to the purchase 
“ and taldng of lands otherwise than by agreement” shall be 5 
incorporated with the said Acts, and they are hereby incorporated 
therewith. 

Provided always, that before putting in force any of the powers 
of the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase of lauds 
otherwise than by agreement, any burial board shall do all acts, 10 
matters, and things, and proceed in manner prescribed by sec- 
tion four of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871, in like 
manner in every respect as if such burial board were a governing 
body desiring to put the said provisions of the Lands Clauses Acts 
in force ; and for such pm’poses the said section four is incorporated 15 
herewith, and for the pm’poses of such incorporation the terms 
“ governing body ” and “ chief secretary ” in the said section shall 
be construed to mean respectively “burial board” and “Local 
Government Board.” . 

17 . The fourth section of the Sanitary Act, 1866, is hereby 20 
repealed. 

Union of Districts. 

18 . Wlierc it appears to the Local Government Board, on 
the application of the sanitary authorities of any sanitary dis- 
tricts, or of any of such authorities, and after due inexuiry, that 25 
it would be for the advantage of such sanitary districts, or any of 
them, or any parts thereof, or of any contributory places in any 
rural sanitary district or districts, to be formed into a united dis- 
trict for all or any of the purposes following ; that is to say, 

(1.) The procuring a common supply of water ; or 30 

(2.) The making a main sewer or carrying into effect a system of 
sewerage for the use of all such districts or contributory 
places ; or 

(3.) Tor any other purposes of the Sanitary Acts or Burial Ground 

Acts, 35 

the said Local Government Board may, by provisional order, form 
such districts or contributory places into a united district. 

19 . The following enactments shall take effect in relation to 
making a provisional order forming a united district; tliat is 

to say, 40 

(1.) Notice of the provisional order shall be ^mblished in some 
newspaper circulating in the district to which it relates, 
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and in sxicli othcx’ manner as tlic Local Government Board A.D. 1874. 
may direct : ' 

(2.) All costs, cliarges, and expenses of and incidental to the 
formation of a united district shall, in the event of the 
5 united district being formed, be a first charge on the 

rates leviable in the united district in pursuance of this 
Act: 

(3.) The making of a provisional order shall be primil facie 
evidence that all the requii-ements of this Act in respect of 
10 proceedings required i o be taken previously to the making 

of such provisional order have been complied unth. 

20. The governing body of aunited district shall be a joint board Governing 
consisting of such ex-officio members and of such number of 

~ umted diii- 

clectivc members as the Local Government Board may, by the u-ict. 

15 provisional order forming the district, determine. 

A joint board shall be a body corporate by such name as may bo 
determined by the provisional order, having a perpetual succession 
and a common seal, with power to acquire and hold lands for the 
purposes of its constitution without any license in mortmaia. 

20 No act or proceeding of a joint board shall be questioned on 
account of any vacancy or vacancies therein. 

No defect in the qualification or election of any jjerson or persons 
acting as a member or members of a joint board shall be deemed to 
vitiate any proceedings of such board in which he or they has or 
25 have taken part. 

Any minute made of proceedings at a meeting of a joint boai’d, 
if signed either at the meetiug at which such proceedings took 
place or at the next ensuing meeting by any person pui’porting for 
the time being to be the chairman of the board, shall be receivable 
30 in evidence of such proceedings in all legal proceedings without 
further proof, and until the contrary is proved every meeting of a 
joint board whei’e minutes have been so made of the proceedings 
shall be deemed to have been duly convened and held and all the 
members thereof to have been duly qualified. 

35 No member of a joint board by being party to or executing in 
his capacity of member any contract or other instrument on .behalf 
of the board, or otherwise exercising any of the p>owers given to the 
board, shall be subje.ct individually to any action, suit, trial, prose- 
cution, or other legal proceeding ; and a joint board may apply 
40 any moneys from time to time coming into its hands for the 
pm-posc of paying any costs of legal proceedings or damages it may 
incur in the exercise of the powers granted to it : Provided that 
nothuig in this section shall exempt any member of a joint board

from liability to bo surcharged with the amount of any payment 
which may be disallowed by the auditor in the accounts of such 
joint board, and which such member authorised or joined in 
authorising. 

21. The provisional order forming a united district under this 5 
Act shall define the pinposes for which such imited disti'ict is 
formed, and tte powers, rights, duties, capacities, liabilities, and 
obligations under the Sanitary Acts which the joint board is autho- 
rised to exercise or perform or is made subject to, and shall contain 
regulations as to the qualification and mode of election of elective 10 
memhers of the joint board, as to tbeir continuance in office, as to 
casual vacancies in the joint hoard, as to its meetings and officers, 
and any other matter or thing, inolnding the adjustment of present 
and future liabilities and property witb respect to wliieh the Local 
Government Board may think fit to make any regulations for the 16 
hotter cai-rying into effect the provisions of tins Act with respect 
to united districts. 

Upon the constitution of a joint board the sanitary authorities 
having jui-isdiotion in the component districts or contributory places 
shall cease to exercise therein any powers, or to perform any duties, 20 
or to be subject to any liabilities or obligations which tlie joint 
board is authorised to exercise or perform or is made subject to ; 
nevcrtboless the said joint board may delegate to the sanitary 
authority of any component district the exercise of any of its powers 
for the performance of any of its duties. 35 

22. Any expenses incurred by a joint board in prarsuanoe of tills 
Act, unless otberwise determined by the provisional order, shall he 
defrayed out of a common fund to he contributed by the component 
districts or contributory pilaces in proportion to the rateable value of 
the property in each district or contributory pilace, such value to be 30 
ascortamed according to the valuation list in force for the time 
being. 

A joint board may boriw and take up at interest on tlie credit of 
such common fimd any sums of money necessary for defraying any 
snob expenses, subject to the regulations of the Local Government 86 
(Ireland) Act, 1871, with respect to boirowing under that Act. 

23. Bor the purpose of obtaining payment from component 
districts of the sums to be contributed by them the joint hoard shall 
issue its precept to the sanitary authority of each component district 
stating the sum to be contributed by it and requiring snob authority, 40 
within a time limited hy the precept, to pay the sums therein men- 
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tioned to the joint hoard or to such person as the joint board may A.D. 1874 . 
direct. 

Any sum mentioned in a precept addressed by a joint board to a 
sanitary authority as aforesaid shall be a debt due from it, and may 
6 be recovered accordingly ; such contribution, in the case of a rural 
sanitary authority, being deemed to be general expenses. 

For the purpose of obtaining payment from contributory places of 
the sums to be contributed by them, the joint board shall have the 
same powers of issuing precepts and of recovering the amounts 
10 named therein as if such contiibutory places formed a rural sanitary 
district and the joint board were the sanitary authority thereof. 

24. A sanitary authority unto whose district the district of Use of sewer 
another sanitary authority is subjacent may, by agreement with the subjacent 
last-mentioned authority and with the sanction of the Local Govern- Sfaifo?' 
15 ment Board given on the application of the first-named authority, 
after public inquiiy, if the said Local Government Board think 
sucli inquiry necessary, cause the sewers of its district to com- 
municate for the purpose of outfall with the sewers of the subjacent 
district, and for the purpose of reception, disinfection, distribution, 

20 and disposal of the sewage of such first-named authority by the 
authority of the subjacent district, or for aU, any, or either of those 
purposes, upon such terms as to payment or otherwise, in such 
manner as to making and maintainmg the outfall, and vdth and 
subject to such conditions, precautions, and restrictions as shall bo 
25 agreed upon between the sanitary authorities, or in case of dispute 
shall be settled by the Local Government Board: Provided that 
so far as practicable storm waters shall be prevented from 
flowing from the sewers of the higher into the sewers of the sub- 
jacent district, and that the sewage of other districts or ifiaces shall 
30 not be permitted by the sanitary authority of the higher district to 
pass into their sewers so as to be dischai’ged tlu-ough such outfall 
into the sewers of the subjacent district without the consent of such 
last-mentioned district ; and all expenses incm-red in pursuance of 
this section by the said sanitary authorities, or either of them, shall 
35 be deemed to be expenses incurred by them respectively in perform- 
ance of their duties xxnder the Sanitary Acts, and be rosi;octively 
payable accordingly out of the rates out of which such expenses are 
by this Act made payable, or out of moneys duly borrowed on the 
credit of such rates. 

40 Hepeal of Acts. 

25. The -Local Goyernmeat Boai-d may, on the application E«pe.l of 
of the sanitary authority of any district, by provisional order Local Act..

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•wholly or partially repeal, alter, or amend any Local Acts, other 
than Acts for the conseri^ancy of rivers, in force in such district, 
and not conferring powers or privileges upon corporations, companies, 
undertakers, or individuals for their own pecuniary benefit, which 
relate tO the same subject mattei*s as the Sanitaiy Acts. 6 

If any officer of any trustees, comroissioners, or other body of 
persons intrusted with the execution of any such Local Act, and 
whether acting exclusively under the Local Act or partly under the 
Local Act and pai'tly under provisions of the Local Government 
Act, is, by or in pursuance of any such provisional order or of this 10 
Act, removed from his office or deprived of the whole or part of 
the emoluraonts of his office, and is not employed in an office of 
equal value by the authority of any sanitary district, the Local 
Government Board may by order award to such officer such 
compensation as the said Board may think just; and such com- 15 
pensation may be by way of annuity or ol-lieiwisf^, and shall -be paid 
by the authority of the sanitaiy district in which such officer lield 
his office out of the rates applicable to sanitary purposes within that 
district. 

Miscellaneous. 20 

26. Where in any Local Acts the consent, sanction, or confirma- 
tion of tiic Lord Lieutenant, the cliief secretary of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, or the Privy Council is requiind with respect to the borrow- 
ing of any money, to the giving effect to any byelaws, or to the 
appointment of any officer for sanitary purposes, the consent, 25 
sanction, or confirmation of the Local Government Board shall, after 
the passing of this Act, be required instead of that of the authorities 
above named. 

The consent of the Local Government Board, and not that of 
the Treasury, shall be required to the boiTowing of money for 30 
the purposes of the Baths and Washhouses Acts. 

The approval of the Local Government Board, and not that of 
the Lord Lieutenant, shall be required for the appointment and 
removal of analysts under an Act of the session holden in the 
twenty-third and twenty-fourth years of the reign of Her Majesty, 35 
intituled “ An Act for preventing the adulteration of articles of 
food or drink.” 

If any question arises as .to what are sanitary proposes 
within the meaning of this section, the determination of the 
Local Government Board on such question shall be conclusive. 40 
27. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, by Order in 
Council, at any time before the first day of January one thousand 
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eight hundred and seventy-five, to direct that the powers and duties 
of the Board of Trade under the ‘'Alkali Act, 1863;” and auy Act 
amending the same, shall he transferred to the Local GrOTerninent 
Board ; and from and after the date of such order, or if no such 
5 order shall be made then from and after the said first day of 
January one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five, the powers 
and duties of the Board of Trade under the said Acts shall be 
transferred to and be eserciseablc and performed in Ireland by 
the Local Government Board ; and " the Local Government Board 
10 for Ireland ” shall be deemed to be substituted for "the Board of 
Trade ” w^herevor the latter expression occurs in the said Acts. 

28. Upon the application of any authority L’om whom or to 
whom any powers, rights, duties, capacities, liabilities, obligations, 
and property, or any of them, are transferred or alleged or claimed 
15 to be transferred in pursuance of this Act, or of any person affected 
by such transfer, the Local Government Board may by order 
settle any doubt or difference and adjust any accounts arising 
out of or incidental to such powers, rights, duties, capacities, 
liabilities, obligations, or property, or to the transfer thereof, and 
20 direct the parties by whom and to whom any moneys found to bo 
due a,re to be paid, and the mode of raismg such moneys ; and any 
provisions contained in any order so made shall be deemed to have 
been made in pursuance of and to be within the powers conferred 
by this section, subject to this proviso, that where any such order 
25 directs any rate to be made or other act or tiling to be done which 
the party required to make or do would not, apart from the pro- 
visions of this Act, have been enabled to make or do by law, such 
order shall be provisional only until it has been confirmed by 
Parliament. 

30 29- Any sanitary authority may, for the purpose of defraying 

any costs, charges, and expenses incurred or to be incurred by it in 
the performance of its duties under the Sanitary Acts, borrow and 
take up at interest any sums of money necessary for defraying any 
such costs, charges, and expenses, subject to the regulations in the 
35 Sanitary Acts. 

An urban sanitary authority may borrow and take up at interest 
such money on the credit of all or any rates or rate out of which it 
is authorised by the Sanitary Acts to pay any expenses incurred by 
it for sanitary pmposes, and may mortgage any such rate or rates 
40 to the persons by or on behalf of whom such money is advanced for 
securing the repayment to them of the sums borrowed, with interest 
thereon. 

[53.] B 3 
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A rural sanitary authority may borrow and take up at interest 
such money, if intended to be applied to purposes constituting the 
general expenses of such authority, on the credit of the common 
fund out of which such expenses are payable, and if intended to 
be applied to purposes constituting the special expenses of such 6 
authority, on the credit of any rate or rates out of which such 
expenses are payable, and may mortgage any such rate or rates to 
the persons by or on behalf of whom such money is advanced for 
securing the repayment to them of the sums borrowed, with interest 
thereon. 

The words “ permanent works ” in the Local Government Act, 
1868, shall iuclude any works the cost of which, in the opinion of 
the Local Government Board, ought to be spread over a term of years. 

The clauses of the Commissioners Glauses Act, 1847, with respect 
to the mortgages to be executed by the commissioners shall be 15 
incorporated with this Act ; and in the construction of that Act 
the special Act” shall mean this Act; “the commissioners” 
shall mean any authority authorised to borrow by this Act ; “ the 
clerk of the commissioners ” shall include any officer appointed for 
the purpose by any such authority. 20 

The mortgagees or assignees of any mortgage made in pur- 
suance of this Act may enforce payment of the arrears of principal 
and interest due to them by the appointment of a receiver. 

30. Where any sanitary authority or joint board is possessed of ' 
any land, works, or other property in pursuance and for the purposes 25 
of the Sewage Utilization Act, 1867, such authority or joint board 
may boiTow any moneys on the credit of such lands, works, or other 
property, and may mortgage such lands, works, or other property 
to any person advancing such moneys, in the same manner in all 
respects as if such sanitary authority or joint board were the 30 
absolute owner, both at law and in equity, of the lands, works, or 
other property so mortgaged. The moneys so borrowed shall be 
appHed for purposes for which moneys may be borrowed under the 
Sanitary Acts ; but it shall not be in any way incumbent on the 
mortgagees to see to the application of such moneys, nor shall they 35 
be responsible for any misapplication thereof. 

The powers of borrowing conferred by this section shall, where 
the sums borrowed do not exceed three fourths of the purchase 
money of such lands (but not otherwise), he deemed to be distinct 
from and in addition to the general borrowing powers conferred on 40 
a sanitary authority or joint board by the Sanitary Acts. The 
sanitary authority or joint board may pay out of any rates leviable 
by it for sanitary piuposes the interest on any moneys borrowed by 
such authority or joint board in pursuance of this section. 
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31. Any limit imposed on or in respect of any rate by any Local . ; — 
Act of Parliament shall not apply to any rate reg^uired to be levied naals °ndcr 
for the pru'pose of defraying any expenses inouiTed by a sanitai-y I-ocafActs 
authority for sanitary purposes. 

5 32. Where in any town in which the Towns Improvement

those Acts, and to bear interest at the rate of three and a Imf per 
centum per ammam. or such other rates as may, in the judgment 
20 of the Commissioners of the Treasury, he necessary in order to 
enable the loan to be made without loss to the Exchequer, on the 
seom-ity of any fund or rate appUeable to sanitary purposes, and 
without requiring any further or other security. 

Provided as follows : 

25 (1.) That in determining the time when a loan under this section 

shall be repayable the Local Government Board shall have 
regard to the probable duration and continuing utility of- 
the works in respect of which the same is required :

which public notice has ■ been given and at which all persons 
interested have been permitted to attend and make objections. 

The Local Government Board may submit to Parliament for 
confirmation any provisional order made by it in pursuance of 
this Act, but any such provisional order shall be of no force 
whatever unless and until it is confirmed by Parliament. If while 
the Bill confirming such order is pending in either House of Parlia- 
ment a petition is presented against any provisional order comprised 
therein, the Bill, so far as it relates to such order, may be referred 
to a select committee, and the petitioners shah be allowed to appear 
and oppose as in the case of a Bill for a special Act. 

Any Act confirming any provisional order issued in pursuance of 
the Sanitary Acts, or any of them, may be repealed, altered, or 
amended by any provisional order made by the Local Government 
Board and duly confirmed by Parliament. The Local Government 
Board may revoke, either wholly or partially, any provisional order 
made by them before the same is confirmed by I’arliament ; but 
such revocation shall not be made whilst the Bill confirming the 
order is pending in either House of Parliament. 

Costs ot pro- 35 . The reasonable costs of any sanitary authority in respect of 
ovdciT^' provisional orders made in pursuance of the Sanitary Acts, or any of 
such Acts, and of the inquiry preliminary thereto, as sanctioned by 
the Local Government Board, whether in promoting or opposmg 
the same, shall be deemed to be expenses properly inciuTcd 
for sanitary purposes by the sanitary authority interested in or 
affected by such provisional orders, and such costs shall bo paid 
accordingly ; and if thought expedient by the Local Government 
Board the sanitary authority may contract a loan for the prrrpose of 
defraying such costs. 

Orders of 36 . Every order of the Local Government Board under the 
Govanm^^^ Sanitary Acts (unless otherwise prescribed by the said Acts) 

Board, liow shall be published in such manner as that Board may direct ; 

every general order of the Local Government Board made 
in pursuance of the Poor Law Acts shall be published in the 
Hubiin Gazette, and when so published shall take effect in like 
manner and shall be of as much force and validity as any general 
order made and sent in the manner prescribed by the last- 
mentioned Acts, and no fiu’ther proceeding shall be necessary in

40. Subject to the provisions of this Act, every sanitary authority Legal posi- 
shall, as respects the service of notices in pursuance of the Sanitary 

Acts by or on belialf of or on such autliority, and as respects ail 
legal proceedings, matters, and things to bo taken or done in 
25 pnrsnance of the Sanitary Acts by or on behalf of or to such 
autliority, stand in the same position in all respects in whicli 
previously to the passing of this Act, any authority stood whose 
powers, rights, duties, capacities, liabilities, and obligations arc 
transferred to such authority j and for the purposes of this section a 
30 joint board shall be deemed to be a sanitary authority. 

41. All powers given by this Act shall bo deemed to be in Po^-cis 
addition to and not in derogation of any other powers conferred by 

Act of Parliament, law, or custom, and such other poivers may be i^e cunmia- 
oxercised in the same manner as if this Act had not passed. 

35 42. Whereas by an Act passed in the second year of Her Majesty Appoint-
